Father Garesché’s Editorial 


THE PARISH LIBRARY. 

In our last article we closed by suggesting a Parish Library. 
The subject is such a fruitful one that we shall pause a bit upon It. 
In the July issue of The Queen’s Work, Mr. Ambrose Willis told of 
The Catholic Reading Guild of England. The keynote of his article 
was that the secret of getting Catholic books read is to make Cath- 
olic reading as easy as possible to get. He declared that his experi- 
ence shows that when Catholic books are made as easy to get as 
others, they are actually as widely read. From the experience of 
the St. Louis Catholic Free Library, it seems that they are actually 
more widely read. Now one ofthe best plans which they have found 
in England te make Catholic books easy to get, is to have free 
libraries at the church doors and to change them from time to time, 
so as to get a new set of books before the congregation. The system 
is as simple as day. You get a large book rack, or open book-case, 
stock it with good Catholic books, and put a sign on i: as follows: 

“Catholic Library. Take out any book you wish, and

register your name on the card. Leave the ecard in the 

place of the book. When returning the book drop five cents 

into the box. Please do not keep a book more than one 
week, as others wish to read it.” 

Then put a good-sized card in each book, with the title of the 
book written on the top and with a space for the names of the 
borrowers, and ruled spaces after them, with “date taken out” and 
“date returned” at the top for a record. Such a library will take 
care of itself, It is open whenever the church is open, and the 
patrons of the library keep their own records. You will find that 
most people are honest enough to return the books promptly, and 
even if you do lose a volume here or there, it will be well worth 
while in view of the good that the library has done. 

Of course it would be desirable to change the books every three 
months or so, in view of regular patrons. One way of doing this 
very conveniently would be to form a little association ‘with the 
Sodalities in other parishes and get them to interchange, so that one 
set of books could go the round of a number of such church-door 
libraries. In the choice of the books, the Director of the Sodality 
will be most ready to help you. Only try this simple plan for a 
while and see what excellent fruits it brings.
